But  when  the  smoke  of  battle 
cleared  away,  a  new  champion  had  been  crowned.  A  team  playing  with  heart  and 
fight,  which  more  than  balanced  a  lack  of  skill  and  finesse,  had  brought  another  great 
honor  to  the  portals  of  Bloomfield  High. 

Since  that  year,  the  quintet  has  tried  again  and  again  to  hit  that  bull's  eye,  never 
failing  to  gain  entrance  in  the  tournament,  and  in  1939  going  to  the  finals,  but  meet¬ 
ing  defeat  at  the  hands  of  Memorial  High. 

With  the  close  of  the  1940  season,  cut  short  by  the  upset  "sudden  death"  victory 
of  West  Grange  in  the  first  round  of  the  State  Tournament,  there  came  to  an  end  the 
high  school  career  of  one  of  the  greatest  basketball  players  to  be  developed  in  B.H.S., 
Andy  Kostecka. 

The  coming  season  finds  Bloomfield  with  the  "Big  Five" — a  combination  that  has 
been  playing  together  since  grammar  school  days.

Baseball 

IN  the  year  1935,  the  winning  of  the  state  championship  over  a  powerful  Hillside 
nine  began  a  feat  which  is  almost  as  rare  as  quintuplets  or  a  royal  flush.  For  it  was 
the  start  of  a  "grand  slam"  in  sport;  that  is,  Bloomfield  won  consecutively  the  base¬ 
ball,  football,  and  basketball  championships  of  New  Jersey.
